It rejects all claims on the attached four Japanese 
references , saying : 

The positioning system according to the present 
invention, where a difference between a desired position 
and an acual position is shown graphically or numerically 
is generally shown (See JP 6-147896, reference 1; 
JP 63-223507, reference 2; JP 4-246899, reference 3; 
JP 8-127115, reference 4) . 

During the actual positioning the display device is 

positioned as in the above references near a part to be 
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positioned, so that exactly where it is placed relative 
to the part being positioned according to the invention 
of the instant application is not seen to be novel »
